in vicious battles Sunday between troops 
and hundreds of thousands of people of 
the.-working classes who began rioting 
in protest against the high price of food 
and other necessities. 


The city and its suburbs have been a 


battle ground all day, and now resembles 
n great army camp. Troops with fixed 
bayonets arc patroling the streets and 
cordons of cavalry surround the imperial 
palace and Parliament buildings. 


The 
trouble 
subsided 
considerably 


when darkness fell, but at » late hour 
outbreaks are still occurring intermit- 
tently in various parts of the city. Kc- 
inforcements from nearby military posts 
are being rushed to the city. 


Trouble Begins Early 


A Socialist .demonstration hnd been 


announced for the afternoon outside the 
Rathous. and the working classes were 
astir early. Rioting continued all morn- 
ing. 
Fifty thousand persons gathered 


for'the demonstration and defied the po- 
lice to disperse them. Orators harangued 
tho assemblage to force the government 
to force down the prices of food by por- 


' milling the importation of foreign meats 


and other necessities. 


The meeting soon resolved itself into 


a wild demonstration. Cries for a rev- 
olution filled the air. When the rioters 


. formed a procession with the announced 


intention ot" marching on the 
Parlia- 


ment buildings 
the 
police asked 
for 


troops. The procession proceeded along 
the streets, shooting through windows of 
public and private buildings, demolish- 
ing street lamps nnd holding up all traf- 
lic. A score of tram cars were wrecked. 


A detachment of 
infantry 
and 
a 


squadron of dragoons were the first to 
appear on the scene and they met the 
procession at the front. A pitched bat- 
tle resulted and several of the rioters 
were killed. 
The rioters finally scat- 


tered before the bayonets of the troops 
but only to reasemblc ill other parts of 
the city and continue the tumult. 


Much Damage to Property 


At nightfall inestimable dam.ago had

On November ;i4. Henry Clay Beattie 


goes to the electric chair because a jury 
of twelve men has decided that by a 
heinous crime he has forfeited his right 
to live. 


A young man, rich, with all the advan- 


tages and possibilities of youth and ed- 
ucation, has thrown his life away in dis- 
sipation culminating—-according to testi- 
mony—in a most brutal: murder. He 
once had fortune, health, manhood, pos- 
sibility, friends; today with his health 
broken by dissipation, his manhood gone, 
the door of possibility in this life closed, 
there is but one friend who stands by 
him—there is one arm that Muds its ffay 
around his neck and the father's tears 
mingle, with thc^e of his wayward son. 


Only twenty-five, yet sentenced to die! 


. Yet in the minds of twelve men, the sen- 
tence is just. 


On one hand was a youth with unsay- 


ory reputation charged with n. horrible 
crime; on the other stood Justice, rep- 
resented by twelve Clod-fearing farmers. 


Twelve men judged Henry Clay Beattie 


guilty. 
They were (lodly men. Solemn- 


ly, each of them knelt and prayed for 
Divine guidance in rendering a decision 
where a human life was at stake.

"Wets won/' was the message yester- 


day flashed on tnc wires to tell a wait- 
ing world that Maine, for sixty years a 
prohibition state, had by popular vote 
repudiated a policy which is nearly as 
old as the state itself. 


But today, a different 
message 
is 


borne along the wires. Complete returns 
show that the "dry1 element has won 
by a small majority, 
'it was in the year 1851 that Maine 


under the leadership of Neal Dow, adop- 
ted a policy which forbade the sale and 
manufacture of spirits for beverage pur- 
poses. - In 1SS4 by a majority of more 
than 35,07)0 votes, the people of the Pine 
Tree state made prohibition a part of 
their constitution. 


Great importance was attached to the 


Maine election, not only in the state it- 
self but throughout the country nnd the 
civilized world. 
Owing to 
the oft-re- 


peated charge that prohibition failed to 
prohibit, the endorsement or rejection of 
the state-wide policy was regarded as 
having a very important bearing upon 
prohibition in the nation at large. 


The voters have rendered a decision 


not without instruction, for during the 
past six months the question has been 
discussed as no state issue has been 
u.scussed in the history of this country. 
The state was moet thoroughly canvassed 
by both sides and the voter did not lack 
opportunity to render an intelligent ver- 
dict.

Many are pleased; many are displeased. 


The election was close. For this rea- 


son, the developments of the next two 
years in the Pine Tree state will be 
watched with interest both by enemies 
and friends of prohibition.
